SYNOPSIS OF TILLAMOOK BLIMP STAGE 


The stage is designed to introduce Tillamook to the sport of Performance Rally. 
Layout is around the Port of Tillamook Bay’s Airpark complex, which is located on 
the old US Naval Air Station of the 1940's and 50's, featuring the huge blimp 
hangar, which is now converted to an air museum. The stage will start around 
the far end of the hangar on a gravel access road. Sweeping past the spectators 
assembled at the parc expose’ site, competitors soon transition onto the tarmac 
of the airport complex. Continuing in view of the spectators, the cars will travel 
out to the end of a taxi way, executing a right along the edge of the runway, 
followed by a 180 degree sweep left to set up for a run down the length of the 
runways. This run will feature some chicane and esses to slow and challenge 
the competitors, before reaching the far end of the runway and executing another 
tight left turn into a log sort yard. The surface changes again to a rather greasy 
footing, as competitors wind their way out of the piles of logs. On the last portion 
of the stage, cars will accellerate onto a traditional gravel haul road out of the 
sort yard, challenging two sets of railroad tracks before passing flying finish on 
this 1.80 mile stage. Few hazards to contend with, and an easy way to get their 
feet wet for the day’s challenges.

SYNOPSIS OF COOK STAGE 


This stage starts as a repeat stage from last year. The first seven miles, running 
up Cook Creek is very fast, featuring a reasonably flat route, on a hard packed 
embedded gravel surface with some minor potholes to contend with. One triple 
caution exists 1.5 miles in as the route traverses around a rock face with 
exposure to the river below. Some high speed straights will be available, but care 
to slow for upcoming cautions should be heeded. The route crosses concrete 
bridges and encounters several small crests, and beyond the seven mile point at 
Tin Shack Road, it changes it’s demeanor conciderably as it climbs continually to 
a finish above 2500 feet. The transit out is a challenging 12 miles of gravel back 
down to Foss Road. Then 15.5 miles more of transit to SS3. So don’t hurt the 
car now, service is a long way off, after SS3.

SYNOPSIS OF LOST LAKE STAGE 


This 7.7 mile stage has not been used before and we are sure competitors will 
find it to be an excellent addition. The terrain is less severe in its elevation 
changes than the Tillamook slopes, allowing the roads to be more flowing in 
nature. The road construction is of good contour, having compacted small gravel 
on the surface, with generally shallow ditches. The elevation includes some 
descent as well as some climb, but generally gradual. The stage runs through 
largely heavy wooded surroundings. The stop control is located just one mile 
from the service park. This stage is run again as a night stage in the reverse 
direction on the return trip to Tillamook for the evening.

SYNOPSIS OF LOUSIGNONT STAGE 


This stage will feature more heavily forested surroundings as teams work a 
gradual uphill climb along established solid based gravel roads. This stage lacks 
any severe exposures, but some technical twisty sections will demand attention 
to keep your car on the course. The mid point of this stage features a mild esses 
through a spectator crossroad. You will later pass these same spectators as the 
course returns within 1/10 mile. Later, at the intersection of Ellis and 
Salmonberry roads, competitors will enter a double right combination as they 
transition to a one mile steep climb up Salmonberry. After the second visit past 
the spectators, competitors must maintain control through some very tight and 
twisty corners over the last .8 mile challenging their desire to reach the finish.

SYNOPSIS OF WOLF CREEK STAGE 


Approach to this ATC requires a left turn off of Hwy 26. This can be a dangerous 
turn. Watch your mirror and use your signals. You may opt to turn past the road 
into a wide turnout just past the road, and return to the ATC road. This stage is 
run twice during the afternoon. Some cars may need additional lighting for the 
repeat stage. The roadway over the first half is new and a bit unsettled.

SYNOPSIS OF NIGHT STAGES

SYNOPSIS OF NORTH FORK STAGE 


As several other of this rally’s stages start, North Fork travels up the north fork of 
the Trask River for over 4 miles. Just 1.5 miles in, competitors must negotiate 
one of the most treacherous obstacles of the rally. A newly constructed wood 
plank bridge is slightly elevated above the existing roadway and at a slight skew 
to the normal flow of the roadway! As with other stages, as the route turns away 
from the creek, it climbs fast, through largely open terrain, around several 
sweeping and hairpin turns. Big exposure is minimal, but care must be taken 
with blind corners. The climb tops out on Hembre ridge. This ridge road was run 
last year and features a gradual 3.5 mile downhill run. The finish is the same one 
that finished two competitors last year. A fairly steep downhill approach into a 
hairpin left calls for a cautious execution. No sence in gaining that one second if 
you slide off of the road (ask Bill Malik). The transit is downhill to pavement and 
then 1.8 miles into the service park.
